Created a fund 
at Columbia University to found 
the School of Journalism, and es- 
tablished what are today the 
Pulitzer prizes for outstanding 
work in the fields of journalism 
and literature.

has left his entire estate, valued 
at $20,000, to the Swedish movie 
actress.

Hopefully, the will added that 
“if Greta Garbo becomes my wife 
then ,it goes to Greta Lovisa 
Donne.” 

Whether Donne, who never mar- 
ried, ever met Miss Garbo is not 
known. Persons handling the es- 
tate said he once made a trip to 
Hollywood with the obvious inten- 
tion of seeing her. 

Papers he left also disclosed 
that he once sent a letter to the 
actress, which was returned and 
stamped “Refused.” There also

Four Locals Vote 2 to 1 
Against Wage Pact — 
No Immediate Strike 
Threat, Leaders Say. 


Employes of the Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri, who are members 
of four locals affiliated with the 
AFL International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, have voted 
two to one against accepting a 
tentative wage agreement reached 
by union and company representa- 
tives in negotiations. 

Union officers told the Post- 
Dispatch there was no immediate 
threat of a strike by the locals, 
one of which, Local 1439, voted 
last Friday to extend a strike 
deadline, which had been set for 
yesterday, to March 3. A sitike 
by members of these locals would 
cut off electricity in St. Louis and 
the surrounding area. 


The wage agreement submitted 
to members of Locals 1439, 1455, 
309 and 649 would have provided 
a 13-cent an hour wage increase 
to next June 30 and an additional 
3 cents an hour from June 30 to 
March 31, 1948. The i3-cent in- 
crease would have been retroactive 
to last Jan. 1. The original de- 
mands‘ of the locals was for a 25- 
cent-an-hour increase and a six- 
month contract, 

Ballots from all the locals were 
lumped together today at IBEW 
headquarters at 4249 Gibson ave- 
nue and counted. Union officers 
declined to disclose the actual 
count of the voting, but said the 
members .ejected the agreement 
two to one, which would indicate 
the vote was about 1750 against 
and 850 fer, since the combined 
membership is about 2600.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 18 (AP)— 
The House Rules Committee voted 
today to bar amendments to a

The action by the Republican- 
controlled committee was taken 
as Democrats shouted the House 
was being “gagged” against freely 
working its will. 

The decision to send the budget 
bill to the House floor for a vote 
Thursday under a closed rule 
came in the face of this statement 
by Representative Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri. 

“This is the most drastic rule 
that can be written, It is not in 
keeping with democratic processes, 
but is an agent of dictatorship.” 

Representative Smith (Dem.), 
Virginia, a rules committee mem- 
ber, declared: 

“It seems to be a new policy 
proposed here to gag the House. 
There must be some fear that you 
(Republicans) cannot pass this 
otherwise. If the majority pro- 
poses to gag the House from here 
on out on anything you fear you 
can't pass otherwise, I think the 
country should know it.” 

Other Democrats, including Rep- 
resentatives Sabath of Illinois and 
Cox of Georgia, vigorously opposed 
the so-called “gag.” 

The rules group provided, how- 
ever, that the opponents of the 
six billion dollar slash, which some 
fear might cripple the Army and 
Navy, can make one motion to 
send the budget resolution back to 
the 102-member House-Senate 
budgetary committee with instruc- 
tions to bring in a revised figure.

McArdle, engineer of Scottdale, 
Pa., and his fireman on the sec- 
ond locomotive, R. H. Henry of 
Derry, Pa., and J. M. Parasok, 
fireman of the first engine from 
Altoona. M. C. Billig of Altoona, 
at the throttle of the head engine, 
was badly scalded. 

The two locomotives plunged 
from the rails, tore up several 
hundred feet of the two west- 
bound tracks and then dived into 
Gum Tree hollow. Cause of the 
wreck was not determined. 

With the two engines went a 
combination coach and baggage 
car, one diner and three sleepers, 
Another coach and combination 
baggage car and coach toppled 
over on their sides along the rails 
while three other sleepers were 
derailed but remained upright. 
The last four cars of the train 
—two sleepers, a coach and an ex- 
press car—stayed on the rails. 

A spokesman for the railroad 
said the regulation speed at the 
place of the wreck was 35 miles 
an hour. The Red Arrow was 
running 50 minutes behind time 
when the accident occurred. 

Most Passengers Asleep. 

Most of the people aboard the 
train weer asleep when the trage- 
dy occurred, Many suffered & 
posure from the cold in addition 
to their injuries, including a group 
of sailors on the way to Bain- 
bridge (Md.) training station and 
a troupe of midget entertainers. 

The lonely, heavily wooded site 
of the crash was only two miles 
out of a tunnel carved through 
the Allegheny peak at Gallitzin. 

The train was descending a 
steep grade and was on an eight- 
degree curve. 

Horseshoe Curve, constructed 
nearly 100 years ago, completes 
more than a half circle in the 
shape of a horseshoe as it winds 
up grade from Altoona to the 
Gallitzin tunnel. % 

Released With Torches. 

Two following trains, the Trail 
Blazer, Chicago to New York and 
the Jeffersonian, St. Louis to New 
York, stopped at the scene to pick- 
up injured and bring them here. 

Railroad workers with acetylene 
torches cut the wreckage to re- 
lease some passengers who were 
pinned down.

The unanimous ruling over- 
turned the findings of an NLRB 
trial examiner, Thomas 8. Wilson, 
and dismissed all charges of un- 
fair labor practices against the 
papers. The charges had been 
brought by the St. Petersburg 
local of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, 

The NLRB policy declaration 
noted that there is no requirement 
under the Wagner Act that unions 
should bargain. It then con- 
tinued: 

“But the question of whether 
an employer is under a legal 
duty to bargain with a union 
that contemporaneously declines 
to negotiate on certain subjects 
with that employer has been 80 
earnestly briefed by counsel that 
the board cannot let it pass 
without comment. 

“The test of good faith in bar- 
gaining that the act requires of 
an employer is not a rigid but a 
fluctuating one, and is depend- 

ent in part upon how a reason-

“It follows that, although the 
act imposes no affirmative duty 
to bargain upon labor organiza- 
tions, a union’s refusal to bar- 
gain in good faith may remove 
the possibility of negotiation and 
thus preclude the existence of a 
situation in which the employ- 
er's own good faith can be test- 
ed.

The board observed that such 
statements “standing alone would 
normally provide the basis for a 
finding of refusal to bargain with 
the union as the representative of 
the striking employes.”

“The union had terminated the 
earlier bargaining negotiations 
and had not requested their re- 
newal. Nevertheless, the respond- 
ents (companies), who all along 
had demonstrated a desire to do 
business with the union did notify 
the union of this intention in order 
once again to make the jobs avail- 
able to the strikers, should the 
union elect to terminate the strike 
before any replacements were 
hired. 

“To penalize this employer for 
proffering the jobs once again to 
economic strikers on the same 
terms to be offered replacements, 
would penalize open dealing and 
invite silent displacement of 
striking employes, a result which 
seems to us more likely to be pro- 
ductive rather than preventive of 
industrial strife and thus not to 
effectuate the purposes of the act.” 
The agency recited this back- 
ground of the case: 

“In September 1945, in accord- 
ance with a provision in the con- 
ditions, the union reopened the 
question of wages. Numerous 
bargaining conferences ensued 
during which the respondents 
(employers) clearly bargained in 
good faith, twice offered to in- 
crease their wage rates, suggested 
an increase in working hours from 
seven and a half to eight in 
order to increase the amount of 
take-home pay, and finally urged 
submission of the question to 
arbitration, The union refused to 
accept any of these proposals, at 
no time offered to modify its 
original wage increase demand, 
and on Nov. 20, 1945, without no- 
tification to the respondents, went 
on strike, 

“There was no communication 
from the nion following the start 
of the strike until Dec. 15, 1945, 
when it sent to the respondents 
a resolution increasing its wage 
demands. The respondents replied 
on Dec. 17, informing the union 
of the formation of News Printing 
Inc., the new cprporation which 
was to operate the combined 
composing rooms of both respond- 
ent newspapers.” 

Poynter and L. C. Brown, presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
Independent, said at St. Petersburg 
last night they hoped the decision

“Negotiating with the ITU had 
become a mockery because it re- 
fused even to discuss many of the 
issues that vitally affect pub- 
lishers’ operating costs,” they said 
in a formal statement.

CHINA REPORTED SEEKING 
RIGHT TO SELL UNRRA GOODS 


WASHINGTON, Feb..18 (UP)— 
China has asked the United 
States for permission to sell $200,- 
000,000 in UNRRA supplies in the 
Chinese black market to raise 
funds to bolster its tottering eco- 
nomic system, the Unted Press 
learned today. 

China, it was estimated, could 
realize nearly $500,000,000 if per- 
mitted to sell the $200,000,000 in 
UNRRA supplies in the black 
market. 

The Chinese proposal was that 
of the $240,000,000 in agricultural 
and industrial goods still due 
China under UNRRA it be permit- 
ted to dump $200,000,000 into the 
black market for cash profit. 

Provisions under which UNRRA 
aid is supplied to China limit its 
use to the relief and rehabilitation 
of needy war victims.

GERRARD EISLER 
CITED BY HOUSE 
FOR CONTEMPT 


Alleged Red Agent’s Re- 
fusal to Testify Certi- 
fied to U.S. Attorney 
for Action. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (AP)— 
The House cited Gerhard Eisler 
for contempt today after hearing 
him described as the “supreme” 
Communist authority in this coun- 
try and “one of the most danger- 
ous men ever to set foot on Amer- 
ican soil.” 

At the request of the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, the 
House adopted a resolution direct- 
ing Speaker Martin to certify the 
Case to the United States Attor- 
ney for the District of Columbia 
for appropriate legal action. 


The resolution spoke of the 
“willful and deliberate refusal of 
Gerhard Eisler to be sworn and 
to testify.” 

The vote to cite Eisler was 370 
to 1. The dissenting vote was cast 
by Representative Vito Marcan- 
tonio (A.L.P.), New York. 

Eisler refused on Feb. 6 to be 
sworn as a witness without first 
making a preliminary statement. 

Now it is up to the district at- 
torney to lay the case before a 
grand jury with a request for an 
indictment, if he thinks this step 
is warranted.

U.S: TELLS RUSSIA ACHESON 
SPOKE ‘IN LINE OF DUTY’ 


Marshall, Replying to Molotov’s Protest, 
Says ‘Restrained Comment on Matter of 
Public Policy Isn’t Slander.’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (Ap) — 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shal] told Soviet Russia today that 
Under Secretary Dean Acheson 
spoke “in line of duty” in describ- 
ing Russia’s foreign policy as “ag- 
gressive and expanding.” 


This Government’s reply to a 
protest by Soviet Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov said: 

“Under our standards a re- 
strained comment on the matter 
of public policy is not a slander. 
Therefore I know that on sec- 
ond thought you will not attribute 
hostility to frankness.” 

Marshall’s reply to the protest 
made by Molotov last week ag 
testimony given the Senate atom- 
ic energy committee by Acheson 
was delivered to Molotov today 
in Moscow by Ambassador Walter 
Bedell Smith. 

The text follows: 

“I have your letter of Feb, 14 
sent to me through Ambassador 
Smith in which you protest against 
what you describe as the inadmis- 
sible behavior of the Under Sec- 
retary of State in making a state- 
ment before a committee of the 
Senate of the United States which 
you consider as a rude slander 
and hostile to the Soviet Union. 

“The expression complained of 
was not volunteered by the Under 
Secretary but was in response to 
questioning by a member ‘of the 
Senate. The answer was given in 
the course of questions explicitly 
ruled permissible by the chairman 
of the committee: The particular 
question and answer were as fol- 
lows: 


“Senator McKellar: ‘Now, as- 
suming that Russia is reaching 
out not only for those countries 
that she already has, but is reach- 
ing out for additions to her terri- 
tory, do you not believe that if 
she gets this bomb discovery, she 
would take not only the remainder 
of Europe but perhaps the re- 
mainder of the world?’ 


“Mr. Acheson: ‘Senator, I don’t 
think that that is a question which 
is capable of being answered in 
the way in which you ask it. I 
am quite aware of the fact that 
Russian foreign policy is an ag- 
gressive and expanding one. I 
think that one of the great efforts 
which everyone is making in the 
United Nations is to attempt to 
find means for solving the prob- 
lems of that sort. If those means 
and agreements can be found, then 
there is hope that there will not 
be major clashes. If they can’t be 
found then I think the situation is 
very serious.’ 

“You are thoroughly familiar 
with the constitutional system of 
this nation, including the separa- 
tion of powers between the legis- 
lative and executive branches of 


this Government. In accordance 


with our system an officer of the 
executive branch, called before a 
committee of the legislative 
branch, is under a duty to answer 
frankly relevant questions not in- 
volving a matter of secrecy in- 
compatible with the public inter- 
est. Such an exception did not 
exist here. 


“The conduct of the Under Sec- 
retary, therefore, in answering the 
question frankly and in accord- 
ance with his conscience can not 
be described as inadmissible, but 
was rather in line of duty. 


“You characterize the content of 
his statement as a rude slander 
and hostile to the Soviet Union. 

nder our standards a restrained 
ce@mment on a matter of public 
policy is not a slander, Therefore, 
I know that on second thought 
you will not attribute hostility to 
frankness.”

Marshall told reporters today 
that the United State’s offer of a 
40-year four-power pact for pol- 
icing Germany is “still alive.”

GEORGIA SENATE APPROVES 
TALMADGE WHITE PRIMARY 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 18 (AP)— 
The Georgia Senate passed Her- 
man Talmadge’s white primary 
bill today and sent it back to the 
House for action on amendments. 
The Senate vote was 36 to 15. 

The Senate amendments to the 
measure sponsored by the. claim- 
ant to the governorship were de- 
signed to strengthen state laws 
against frauds in the general elec- 
tion. 

The bill would strip Georgia 
statutes of any mention of pri- 
mary elections in an attempt to 
circumvent United States Supreme 
Court decisions that Negroes can- 
not be barred from voting in party 
primaries regulated by state law, 
Under the Talmadge plan, Demo- 
cratic primaries would be con- 
ducted under partly rules only. 

Opponents of the measure in the 
Senate lost a fight to have the 
bill referred to the people in the 
1948 general election. 


TRUMAN DIVERTS 
FOOD TO STARVING 
ROMANIAN REGION 


Orders Ship to Constanta 
—Bucharest Must Give 
Guarantees Against 
Discrimination. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (AP)— 
President Truman moved today to 
aid starving residents of Moldavia. 
a Romanian province, provided 
that Russian-occupied Romania 
agrees the food shall be distribut- 
ed without discrimination. 


Truman directed that 7000 tons 
of food on a ship en route to 
supply United States Army forces 
in Europe be diverted to Con- 
stanta, Romanian Black sea port, 
for distribution in the northern 
Romanian province, where 500 000 
residents are reported to be starv- 
ing. 

The President asked the Ameri- 
can Red Cross to supervise dis- 
tribution by the Romanian Red 
Cross “without charge and with 
guarantees against discrimination 
on political, racial, religious or 
social grounds.” 

Truman said Romania alsa 
might be permitted to buy some 
American grain despite demands 
on existing stocks but that the 
Balkan country must agree: 

1. That Romania use none of 
it to pay reparations. 2. That 
Romania not export any of it 
for trade or other purposes; and 
3. That the grain be distributed 
by United States representatives 
in such manner as they see fit” 
and “without racial, religious or 
social, discrimination.” 

Moldavia, between Hungary on 
the west and Bessarabia on the 
enat, experienced a drouth last 
summer in addition to a trans 
portation breakdown. 

Truman said he was informed 
by American officials in Romania 
that “thousands have already died, 
hundreds are dying daily and con- 
ditions are steadily ‘worsening.” 
He was acting, he said, “on hu- 
manitarian grounds” and “in the 
tradition of the American people.” 

The 7000 tons of food is aboard 
a ship now nearing Gibraltar. 
Should Romania fail to comply 
with the conditions outlined by 
the President it could be diverted 
before reaching Constanta. 

As a former enemy country, 
Romania has not been eligible for 
UNRRA aid but has received 
American Red Cross supplies val-

Nine-Member City Com-

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann and 
City Counselor George L. Stemm- 
jer are prepared to take action to 
control rents in St. Louis when 
federal control is removed, they 
told the Post-Dispatch today. 

The Mayor and Stemmler, who 
are participating in an airport 
eonference in Washington, as- 
sured a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent that the city administration 
is ready to move for an emergen- 
ey ordinance,to control rents, 
when such action is necessary. 
Their statements were made dur- 
ing a discussion of a Washington 
prediction that the Senate will ap- 
prove a plan to end all rent con- 
trols in 10 months, and allow a 
10 per cent increase immediately. 

Mayor Kaufmann pointed out 
that last July he appointed a nine- 
member committee on fair rents, 
shortly after the expiration of the 
price control act June 30. Al- 


though restoration of national con- | 
trel made it unnecessary for the 


committee to function, it is still 
intact and will be asked to rec- 
ommend an ordinance for local 


control, the Mayor said. Appoint- | 


ment of the committee was sug- 
gested by the St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange. It was to have been 
charged with rallying public opin- 
jon to hold rent increases to a 
minimum and to prevent evictions. 

Sample Ordinance Obtained. 

Stemmler said he had obtained 
sample ordinances, and other sur- 
vey material, from other cities, 
and is prepared to draft an emer- 
gency rent ordinance, which would 
follow the recommendations of 
the Mayor's committee. 

A temporary rent control ordi- 
mance was in effect for 90 days 
last year. Introduced by Alderman 
Herman H. Novack, Fifth Ward, 
and signed by Mayor Kaufmann 
July 18 as an emergency measure, 
the bill limited rent increases to 
not more than 15 per cent above 
OPA ceilings of June 30. It de- 
clared violation a misdemeanor, 
with a maximum punishment ot 
six months in prison and a $500 
fine. The ordinance was “deemed 
necessary for the immediate pres- 
ervation of public heath 
gafety.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (AP)—

Measure, Resulting From 


Reardon Case, Provides 
Penalties for Renting 
Cabins to Youths. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 18—A 
bill for stringent state regulation 
of tourist camps, providing penal- 
ties for the renting of cabins or 
rooms to juveniles, is being pre- 
pared by the seven Representa- 
tives from St. Louis county for 
introduction in the House, pos- 
sibly this week. 


They are working from suggest- 
ed regulatory bills proposed by 
Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wal- 
lach of St. Louis county, as a 
result of the Mary Catherine Rear- 
don case. They plan to work out 
provisions of the legislation be- 
fore having the bill drafted in its 
final form by the Committee on 
Legislative Regearch. 


The St. Louis county legislators 
have agreed in general to Wal- 
lach's recommendations. His bills 
provide for the licensing of tourist 
camps and homes by the state, 
and suspension or revocation of 
the licenses if it is shown follow- 
ing a hearing that the establish- 
ments have been operated in a 
manner detrimental to public 
health and morals, 


Any proprietor who rented a 
cabin or room for joint use by 
boys and girls under 17 years old 
would be guilty of misdemeanof, 
punishable by a fine up to $500 
or imprisonment up to six months, 
or both. If the juveniles were 
guilty of immorality while occu- 
pying the cabin, the punishment 
assessed against the proprietor 
would be heavier. A repetition of 
the latter violations would be pun- 
ishable by a penitentiary term of 
two to four years, 

The proposals would require 
proprietors to maintain registers 
showing the true names, ages and 
address of all guests. The? regis- 
ters would have to show the types 
and license numbers of automo- 
biles the guests were driving, and 
the dates and hours of registra- 
tions and departures. 

The bills would make it the 
duty of the Sheriff, State High- 
way Patrol and other peace 
officers to inspect such places 
from time to time to see that 
provisions of the act were being 
complied with by the operators.

U. S. Loan Guarantee Of- 
ficial Cites 10 to 20 
Pct. of Purchase Price 

Demanded by Banks, 


Many veterans are unable to 
buy homes, even with loans guar- 
anteed by the United States Vet- 
erans’ Administration, because 
banks are demanding down pay- 
ments ‘amounting to 10 to 20 per 
cent of the purchase price, J. W. 
Gleason, loan guarantee officer for 
the Veterans’ Administration in 
St. “ouis, saiu today. 


This practice began last fall, 
Gleason said, and reflects in part 
a feeling on the part of lending 
a,encies tha: today’s real-estate 
prices are excessively inflated. 
Lending agencies feel also vet- 
erans will have more interest in 
keeping up their payments if 
they have invested some of their 
N money in their homes, he 
said, f 


Previously, banks had made 100 
per cent loans to veterans wish- 
ing to purchase homes. Most of 
these loans are straight “G.I. 
loans,” with 50 per cent of the 
total guaranteed by the Veterans’ 
Administration, to a maximum 
guarantee of $4000. In other in- 
stances, veterans may get Federal 
Housing Administration insurance 
on a loan for 80 per cent of the 
purchase price and a VA loan for 
the other 20 per cent. 

In either case, Gleason said. 
banks are requiirng a down pay- 
ment by the veteran first, before 
the VA-guaranteed or FHA-in- 
sured loan is obtained. 8 

“A great many veterans simply 
don’t have the money to put 
down,” Gleason said. 
cases they are unable to get loans 
and there is nothing this office 
can do about it.” 

Even if veterans are able to 
make a modest down payment, 
Gleason said, the number of vet- 
erans able to purchase new homes 
on the present market is “very 
small indeed.” Few veterans can 
afford even a $10,000 home, he 
said, and there are few new homes 
for sale now under the $12,000 to 
$15,000 level. 

“When: you consider that we 
have about scraped the bottom 
of the barrel on second-hand hous- 
ing,” he said, “you sometimes 
wonder where veterans find houses 
at all, However, we are still mak- 
ing loans—slightly more than we 
were making last year. A few of 
them are. still 100 per cent loans, 
despite-the increasing practice of 
yang institutions to require a 
down payment.” 

The Veterans“ Administration 
here approved a total of 7000 G.I. 
loans last year, Gleason said. 
About 90 per cent of these loans 
were for purchase of homes,

HOUSING AUTHORITY TO PAY 
$33,500 IN LIEU OF TAXES 


Service Charges for Past Year Exceed by 
$9000 Total Levied on Property in 
Former Slum Area. 


Notice has been sent by the 
St. Louis Housing Authority to 
Comptroller Louis Nofte that its 
payment in lieu of general taxes, 
soon to be made for its last fiscal 
year, would be about $33,500. This 
covers Clinton-Peabody Terrace 
and Carr Square Village, the au- 
thority’s two mass housing en- 
terprises., 

The figure is significant, in view 
of the bill pending in the Legis- 
lature to exempt future develop- 
ments of the authority from com- 
pulsory taxation. 

The prospective payment, for 
the fiscal year ended last Sep‘. 30, 
exceeds by about $23,500 the min- 
imum service charge in ‘lieu of 
taxes due under the authority's 
contract with the city. It ex- 
ceeds by about $9000 the taxes 
formerly levied—but frequently not 
collectible—against the slum prop- 
erty which once occupied the two 
housing sites. 

“However, as was anticipated, the 
payment will drop sharply from 
the maximum level of $85,453 at- 
tained in each of the two preced- 
ing years, in the war period. 
Spokesmen of the authority said 
this was due to two factors—the 
expected decline of rental income 
following the end of the war and 
the expenditure of $48,440 on mat- 
ters of non-recurring nature, nota- 
bly landscaping, in the last fis- 
cal year. 

Lower Income Tenants. 


Rental income was high in the 
war because the authority, which 
fixes rent in relation to the family 
income, was required to accom- 
modate relatively high-paid war 
workers. The transition to ten- 
ants of limited income, for whom 
the projects were intended, is now 
well under way but not yet com- 
plete. | , 

In a letter to the comptroller, 
the authority's chairman, Arthur 
A. Blumeyer, banker, said the im- 
proved appearance of the two es- 
tablishments resulting from the 
landscaping accentuated their at- 
tractiveness, in comparison with 
“the drab and unsanitary slums 
with which they are surrounded.” 

“Since Oct. 1, 1945,” Blumeyer 
continued, “we have accepted as 
tenants only families of low in- 
come and rents were charged 


‘however, 


according to that income. Need- 
less to say, we have given every 
preference to veterans who could 
not afford to pay the rents 
charged for comparable quarters’ 
by private enterprise.“ 
The authority will have paid 
the city, state and schools a 
total of about $211,708 with the 
forthcoming remittance since the 
projects were established in July 
1942, Under its contract it would 
have been obligated to pay only 
$41,336 for this period. 

Basis for Payments. 
For the first year and a quarter, 
before full occupancy was 
achieved, the authority paid its 
exact contract obligation, 3 p- 
cent of net shelter rental income, 
or $7301. Then it was empowered 
by the Federal Public Housing 
Authority to pay up to 10 per 
cent, or its entire net earnings, 
whichever was greater, instead of 
3 per cent. There was a limit, 
to the equivalent of 
what taxes on the projects would 
be under ordinary assessment as 
commercial property. 

An assessment corresponding to 
those on privately owned realty 
was made and the “in lieu” pay- 
ments for two years, at $85,453 a 
year, corresponded to taxes on 
that basis. They amounted to 
about 21 per cent of net shelter 
rent income, 

For the last fiscal year the pay- 
ment under the contract obliga- 
tion would have to be only $10,052. 
However, the 10 per cent rule will 
be followed, making the payment 
$33,500 or more, depending on final 
accounting determination by 
FPHA. Unless FPHA consents to 
charging about $8900 for certain 
improvements to capital expendi- 
ture instead of operations, it will 
be necessary for FPHA to draw 
on federal funds for $7952 to help 
meet the $33,500 remittance. 

The St. Louis Housing Authority 
owns a partly vacant site for a 
proposed third mass housing pro}- 
ect. It collects rent for some com- 
mercial buildings still standing on 
this site and voluntarily turns over 
to the city the net income, al- 
though not required to do so, For 
the three fiscal years through last 
Sept. 30 these payments totaled 
$16,439.

GROUP OF ST.LOUIS 
PHYSICIANS SEEKS 
NUSPITAL SITE 


Foundation Headed by 
Dr. Grey Jones Engages 


Firm to Make Survey 
on Needs in Area. 


A group of St. Louls physicians 
headed by Dr. Grey Jones, obste- 
trician with offices at 4500 Olive 
street, has engaged a firm to con- 
duct a survey of hospital facili- 
ties and needs in the St. 
Louis area. The physicians are 
interested in a 63-acre tract of 
land in Brentwood, south of Man- 
hassett Village, as a possible site 
for a hospital, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

Hearing on an application to 
change the zoning in the area in- 
volved so that a hospital might be 
built there has been set by the 
Brentwood Board of Aldermen 
and Zoning Commission for next 
Tuesday. 

Tentative discussion has been 
concerned with the possible erec- 
tion of a seven-story hospital with 
four wings, and two, three-story 
buildings to house hospital per- 
sonnel. Such construction would 
cost up to 39,000,000, it was 
learned. 

Dr. Jones's group is known as 
the Doctors’ Medical Foundation. 
The Foundation has employed 
Ross Garrett and Associates, 3615 
Olive street, to conduct a survey 
of hospital needs in the area, 
and Jon M. Jonkel, operating out 
of the same address, as “commun- 
ity relations counsel.” 

Dr. Jones, however, declined to 
name his associates or to reveal 
the nature of the Foundation's 
plans. Jonkel stated that as the 
survey of hospital needs prog- 
ressed it became evident that if 
a hospital were to be built a site 
for such a hospital should be ob- 
tained as soon as possible. 

The 63-acre tract on which a 
zoning change has been requested 
is owned by the Frazier-Davis 
Construction Co. It is bounded on 
the east by High School drive: on 
the west by the York Woods sub- 
division; on the north by Eager 
road, and on the south by the 
Parkridge subdivision. 

Jonkel said a real-estate firm 
has obtained an option on the 
land contingent on its being 
zoned for hospital use. He said 
his firm now is preparing a re- 
port based on the findings of the 
Garrett survey, for whatever use

Jonkel said Dr. Jones's group 
has no mature plans for building 
a hospital. It is possible, how-

The City of St. Louis will re- 
ceive $798,807 from the State De- 
partment of Revenue, as the city’s 
share in the first distribution of 
funds from the new state tax on 
intangible property. This repre- | 
sents the greater part of the en- 
tire amount, $1,298,918, sent to this 
city and the 114 Missouri counties. 

However, something more than 
$273,000 of the St. Louis share will 
go to the schools, Budget Director 
E. G. Schubkegel estimated today. 
This will leave something more 
than $525,000 for the city govern- 
ment. Of the latter amount, to 
use round figures, bond retire- 
ment will take $120,000; Public Li- 
brary, $12,000; Zoo, $6000; and Art 
Museum, $6000. 

All this will leave about $381,- 
000 for the municipal revenue 


fund, in which a deficit, lately 
figured at $3,500,000, has been an- 


fiscal year in April. 

In comparison with the figure 
of $381,000 for municipal revenue, 
Schubkegel said, the former yield 
of the intangible personal prop- 
erty tax, as applied through the 
City Assessor and Collector, was 
about $862,000. The city formerly 
received $1,180,000 for all purposes 
from this source, as compared 
with the present $525,000. 

However, the state’s contribu- 
tion will help, as no account was 
made of it in the figuring on the 
expected deficit. Applied to a 
$3,500,000 deficit, it would bring 
that deficit downto $3,119,000. 

In the state’s distribution, Jack- 
son county, including Kansas City, 
got $381,971, and St. Louis county 
$47,152, 

The first payment, from 
which 2 per cent was deducted by 
the state to pay collection costs, 
represented taxes paid by banks, 
building and loan companies and 
credit institutions. Banks and

Byrd Finds Unbroken Plateau 
Surrounds Pole, 9600 Feet High 


He Says It Is World's Largest and Highest 
Mesa — Sees Mountains Everywhere’ 
on Flight South. 


LITTLE AMERICA, Feb, 16 
GDelayed) (UP)—The flags of the 
United Nations plummeted to the 
metallically-glistening snow at the 
bottom of the world today ‘as R. 
Adm. Richard E. Byrd flew again 
over the South Pole, climaxing 48 
hours of the most spectacular ex- 
ploration in history. 

Byrd and 11 other men, flying in 


two Navy transport planes, roared’ 


across the Pole at exactly * a.m. 
Little America time (10 a.m. St. 
Louis time) at an altitude of 12,- 
000 feet above sea level—only 
2400 feet above the great Antarctic 
icecap. (This would mean that 
the polar plateau has an altitude 
of 9600 feet.) 

The two planes which crossed 
the Pole were the last of 10 to 
leave the Little America base in a 
virtual parade of exploration 
which began on the morning of 
Valentine's day. Never before in 
history have the frontiers of the 
unknown shrunk so rapidly. 

New Mountain Masses, 

The 10 planes, flying in pairs, 
discovered and mapped more un- 
explored territory than had ever 
before been covered in so short 
a time. They wrote into the maps 
two previously unknown mountain 
masses of major dimensions, and 
other terrain features. 

The polar flight went out of its 
way to discover and make photo- 
maps of -approximately 75,000 
square miles of hitherto unknown 
territory, including at least 50 
new mountains. 

At a press conference after his 
return, Byrd commented: 

“Mountains that don’t show on 
the map are everywhere out 
there.” : 

While the two planes followed 


each other in a circle around the 


pole which took them “around 
the world in 10 minutes,” Byrd 
leaned out of a hatch and dropped 
a cardboard bundle containing 
six-inch-square silk flags. They 


were the flags of each of the 
United Nations, which he had 
gathered before he left the United 
States. 

After flying up the length of the 
Wade glacier to the summit of the 
polar plateau, the two R4Ds made 
for the 180th meridian and rode 
straight down it to the pole, After 
circling the pole, they continued 
their original course for 81 miles 
past the pole, veered 86 miles to 
the right, and then turned back to 
Little América. 

Byrd said that if there had been 
any mountain within 100 miles in 
any direction they could have seen 


it. 


icecap that comprises the world’s

Because every direction from 


the South Pole is north, the ad- 

miral gave directions “right” and 

“left” from his plane's alternatély 

southward and northward course 

across the pole rather than using 

compass directions. 
40 Below Zero. 

The temperature ranged down 
to 40 degrees below zero Fahren- 
heit outside, and almost that low 
insidé the planes. The heating 
systems stopped functioning in the 
intense cold. In the pilots’ 
cockpits, it was relatively “warm” 
—about 10 degrees below zero. 

One crew member crawled into 
his sleeping bag to keep warm. 
Byrd’s hands, and those of the 
other navigators, stuck to the 
metal parts of the sun compass as 
they took sights, 

The temperature dropped to 40 
below when both planes had 
climbed to an altitude of 14,000 
feet to get over a cloud formation 
above the polar plateau at one 
stage of the journey, They stayed 


at that altitude, without oxygen, 
for 45 minutes, causing many crew 
members to get headaches. Oxy- 
gen equipment had been taken off 
the planes to lighten them when 
they took off from the aircraft 
carrier Philippine Sea several 
weeks ago. ? 

Byrd said it was the first time 
in history that anyone has gone 
any appreciable distance beyond 
the pole. He went about 10 miles 
past it on his 1929 flight. 

“Limitless Plateau.” 

„J believe that the limitless pla- 
teau extenda beyond the pole—the 
biggest and highest mn the world,” 
he commented, 

Byrd said that once he saw a 
lot of smoke at the back end of 
his plane and rushed back to put 
out the fire. He found that 
Radioman ‘Joseph Valinski 
Simpson, Pa., had left a coffee pot 
on an electric plate, and that the 


“smoke” was actually steam. 
Byrd turned the plate off, and 
when Valinski came after his cof- 
fee he found “solid ice waiting for 
him to drink.”

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Physicist Envisions Future War +: of Atomic Warfare | 


In Which Single Atomic Bomb 
Could Devastate 300 Square Miles 


Says Radioactive Gases Which Could Endan- 5 
ger Whole of U.S. Is Much More Than a 
Fantastic Possibility’ — No Danger That 


Earth Could Be Blown Up. 


“How Dangerous Are Atomic Weapons?” This is the title of 
@ preview of atomic warfare of the future by Edward Teller 
in the current issue of the Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists. 
After warning that atomic bombs are not the only new 
weapons to be coped with, Teller says: “It has been repeatedly 
stated that future (atomic) bombs may easily surpass those 
used in the last war by a factor of a thousand, I share this 
belief. One consequence of such bigger bombs would be that 
instead of three or four square miles, three or four hundred 
square miles might be devastated at a single blow.” Teller 
is an Hungarian born professor of physics at the University of 
Chicago, The Bulletin is the official publication of The 
Atomic Scientists of Chicago, Inc., which represents many of 
the scientists who isolated the materials for the atomic bomb. 


By EDWARD TELLER 


URING the past war scientific methods and personnel have been 
D extensively in inventing, developing and producing new 

types of Weapons. This fact is new. In the First World War 
limited use was made of new inventions. Gas warfare and the tank 
are two outstanding examples. But the purely scientific effort in- 
volved in either of those inventions was not very great and the men 
in charge of military operations were slow in adopting the new 
developments. In the Second World War a great variety of startling 
scientific achievements were put to use by the Americans, the British, 
the Germans and the Russians. 


We may mention the fast, pene- 
trating metal jets (bazooka), ra- 
dar, the rockets, including the jet | 
Planes and robot planes, and final- | 
ly the atomic bomb. In many cases 
these weapons proved to be deci- 
Ave. 

The best known examples are 
‘the role of radar in the battle of 
England, the surprise effect of | 
Russian rockets at the counterof- 
fensive at Stalingrad, the near dis- 
aster caused by the German v-2 
bombs and the speedy termination | 
of the war after the bombing of | 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. The cor- 
responding scientific develop- 
ments were encouraged by the 
military authorities and the re- 
sults were utilized at the earliest 
possible opportunity. 

Interest in military application 
of science has, if anything, in- 
creased since V-J day among poli- 
ticians, the leaders of the armed 
forces and the general population. 
In the long run this sustained in- 
terest will result in this country 
and abroad in more powerful and 
probably quite unexpected types 
of weapons. There is no doubt 
that in any future war science will 
play a paramount role. 

Application of science to prob- 

lems of war has given rise to a 
trend which, to me, seems un- 
mistakable. It is much easier 
to invent instruments of des- 
truction than methods of de- 
fense. In no other case has this 
become more clear than in the 
field of atomic developments. 

We have succeeded in con- 

structing the most. spectacular 
machine of destruction in hu- 
man history. We have tried dur- 
ing years of uncertainty and 
desperate suspense to find ways 
of defending ourselves should 
eur enemies develop atomic 
bombs before we can do so. We 
did not succeed. Atomic attack 
would have found our cities 
practically without defense. 

There arises the possibility of 

a future war in which each com- 
batant can wipe out his oppo- 
nent; in which the cities, the 
industries and the population of 
a country may be wrecked and 
only its army will continue to 
function for a short time, a time 
long enough to do similar irrep- 
arable damage to the other 


counter-attack will be placed in 
the sites which are best secured, 
In such an event our country 
could survive heavy atomic bom- 
bardment and win the war. 

It is hardly possible to com- 
| pare the effect of an atomic 
bomb with the effect of a cer- 
tain tonnage of TNT. Both the 
old high explosives and atomic 
bombs cause damage by blast. 
But atomic bombs also destroy 
by flash burns and by causing 
radiation disease. As a very 
crude guess (and I think a mod- 
erate one) I shall set the dam- 
age of an atomic bomb equal to 
the effect of 1000 tons of TNT. 

If this assumption ig made, 
then the amount of high explo- 
| sives dropped on Germany dur- 
ing the last war is equivalent to 
little more than a_ thousand 
atomic bombs. The bombard- 
ment left German cities in ruins 
but was not sufficient to win the 
war, We may make the optimis- 
tic assumption that our future 
anti-atom bomb devices will de- 
stroy 90 per cent of the bombs 
before they can do any damage. 
Then we may hope to escape de- 
feat even if 10,000 bombs are 
launched against us. But even a 
victorious war of this kind will 
kill many millions of our citi- 
zens, 

It would be a more complete de- 
fense to disperse our cities, With 
an enormous effort which would 
profoundly change our economic 
and social lives we could achieve 
this measure of safety. Then a 
few thousand Hiroshima bombs 
could kill only one per cent of our 
population, 

Actually, it is quite unsound 
to limit our attention to atomic 
bombs of the present type. These 
bombs are the results of first 
attempts and they were devel- 
oped under wartime pressure. 
The paramount consideration 
had to be: which of the develop- 
ments promised earliest results. 
In a subject as new as atomic 
power we must be prepared for 
startling developments, It has 
been repeatedly stated that fu- 
ture bombs may easily surpass 
those used in the last war by a 
factor of a thousand. I share 
this belief. 

One consequence of such big- 
ger bombs would be that instead 
of three or four square miles, 
three or four hundred square 
miles might be devastated at a 
single blow. But such ce: 
bombs may prove to be even 
more dangerous in an indirect 
way. 

The radioactivity produced by 
the Bikini bombs was detected 
within about one week in the 
United States. In the mean- 
while, the westerly winds had 
swept the air mass from Bikini 
to this country. The activity 
when it reached our shores was 
weak, completely harmiess, but 
still detectable. The same ac- 
tivity, if present even in many 
thousand times as great amounts, 
would not impair living organ- 
isms. But there is a threshold 
beyond which radioactivity has 
lethal effects. This threshold is 
somewhat different for humans, 
and for various kinds of animal 
and plant life. Sufficiently strong 
radioactivity will kill all living 
tissue. 

If the activity berated at Bi- 
kini were multiplied by a factor 
of a hundred thousand or a mil- 
lion, and if it were to be released 
off our Pacifie Coast, the whole 
of the United States would be en- 
dangerec. That the enormous 
amounts of activity just mentioned 
can in actuality be released at 
some future date is by no means 
an established fact; but it is much 
more than a fantastic possibility. 
If such great quantities of activ- 
ity should become available, an

The fact that almost 100,000 men, 
women and children were killed at 
Hiroshima gives a proper idea of 
the horrible power of atomic 
bombs that can be produced today. 
Of course the element of surprise 
and the lack of countermeasures 
contributed to this high figure of 
casualties, If one reads about the |, 
events following the bombing, one 
is struck by the picture of fires 
raging unopposed, wounds remain- 
ing unattended, sick men killing 
themselves wtih the exertions of 
helping their fellows. If Hiroshima 
had had more firebreaks, more 
fire-fighting equipment, more med- 
ical men and supplies outside the 
city in sheltered places, the dam- 
age, the suffering and the toll in 
human lives would have been less. 
This, in a way, May seem en- 
couraging because we have at 
least some way in which to pre- 
pare for an atomic attack. But 
what little comfort this thought 
gives us will vanish if we re- 
member that new kinds of 
bombs or other methods of de- 
struction will come as no less 
a surprise than did the ‘blinding 
flash over Hiroshima. We have,

HE white-haired man with the distinguished-looking profile was 
munching his K-ration dog biscuits with appreciative satisfaction.

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Scientists Deny 


They Wanted 
smyth Report 


Say They Were 
Dumfounded at 
Publication, Put 
Onus on Army. | 


CHICAGO, Feb. 18 (AP) 


MERICAN _ scientists were 

“dumfounded” by the publica- 

ion of industrial’ aspects of 
the atom bomb project in the 
Army-approved Smyth report in 
1945, says the current Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists. 


Denying charges that scientists 
urged release of the report, the 
Bulletin said editorially that dis- 
closures that the fissionable ma- 
terial plutonium could be fabri- 
cated in large plants “was in no 
way urgent and an invitation to 
engineers abroad to try and 
duplicate the processes which they 
know can be successful.” 


Bernard M. Baruch testified be- 


last week that American scien- 
tists “lambasted” the Army into re- 
leasing the report prepared by 
Henry De Wolf Smyth on atomic 
energy work in the United States. 
David E. Lilienthal, nominated 
for chairman of the United States 
Atomic Energy Commissién, called 
the Smyth report “the biggest 
breach of security since the be- 
ginning of the (atom bomb) 
project.“ 

The Bulletin calls 
statement “ridiculous,” 


“The firms which have partici- 
pated in the immense enterprise 
may have had an understandable 
desire to publicize their achieve- 
ment, and the Manhattan District 
was anxious to show what it did 
with two billion dollars; but the 
scientists were and are indifferent 
to the revelation of technological 
aspects of the production of fis- 
sionable materials and manufac- 
ture of bombs,” says the Bulletin. 
The Bulletin adds, however, that 
the scientists “greeted” the Smyth 
report as “a portent of resump- 
tion of free publication of the re- 
sult. of scientific research.” 

The physical properties of pluto- 
nium and its fissionability, the 
editorial says, are facts of nature 
“certain to be discovered by sci- 
entists in other countries.” At- 
tempted suppression of these facts, 
it said, “would have hampered 
American science, causing confu- 
sion and unnecessary repetition. ’

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Swedish Bar on Nazi Arms Transit 


In 1940 Backed by Russia, Then 
A Non-Belligerent, Stockholm Says 


White Paper on Neutrality Issued—Norway 
in Parallel Document States It Agreed 
With Role but Was ‘Disappointed’ by Re- 
fusal to Grant It Transport Rights.

Several hours earlier, the Nor- 
wegian Government issued a 
White Paper saying that it had 
agreed with Sweden’s neutrality 
during the war, but had been “dis- 
appointed” when Sweden refused 
transit of arms intended for the 
defending Norwegians. 


The Norwegian Telegraph 
Agency said in an official sum- 
mary of its government’s White 
Paper that Sweden and Norway 
had conferred before issuing the 
documents, so that they might 
present parallel versions of ques- 
tions about which there have been 
“rumors.” It called the almost 
simultaneous White Papers “cards 
on the table” documents designed 
to bar any future “misunderstand- 
ing with regard to the past” which 
might arise between the sister 
Nordic states. 

Threats by Germans. 

The Swedish document said 
Adolf Hitler distrusted Sweden’s 
intention to defend its border if 
British forces then at Narvik 
should attack in the direction of 
Swedish iron fields, and demanded 
that Sweden allow him to send re- 
inforcing troops through Sweden. 


He was reassured of Sweden’s 
intention to resist any attack only 
when King Gustaf wrote him. a 
personal letter, the document 
said. It added that so long as 
fighting was going on in Norway, 
Sweden stood fast in its refusal 
to allow transit rights, despite re- 
peated demands f rom Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Goering and 
threats by Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop. 

Goering's demands, the White 
Paper said, included proposals 
that German artillery be moved 
across Sweden in freight cars 
marked with red crosses, and that 
Sweden sell armaments to the 
Germans, and make delivery on 
the Norwegian border.

learned that Russian Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov had told Ger- 
many that it was to Russia's in- 
terest that Sweden remain neutral, 
the document recounted, and this 
evidently was the principal reason 
why Germany did not attack the 
Swedes. 


Transit of Germans Later. 


The paper acknowledged that 
after Norway fell on June 10, 
1940, the Swedes allowed Nazi war 
material and “soldiers on leave” 
to cross Sweden. It said 133,135 
Germans moved from Norway in 
the last half of 1940 and 129,105 
moved the other way, including 
Nazi Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, 

The Norwegian White Paper 
called “unfriendly” the Swedish 
bar against Norwegian arms ship- 
ments across Sweden during the 
brief period of Norway’s resis- 
tance and declared that certain 
“accommodations” granted the 
Germans—such as the right to 
evacuate naval personnel through 
Sweden—were violations of strict 
neutrality. 

It noted, however, that there 
was no evidence that Sweden ever 
yielded to German demands— 
backed with “great force’’—to per- 
mit transit of German troops and 
arms to Norway. It said also that 
Sweden aidéd Norway “unofficial- 
ly” both before and after Nor- 
way's collapse.

d ENSIBLY anticipating that, 

when the legislative wave of 

tax, budget and labor bills in- 
undates the Senate, lesser prob- 
lems may be drowned, two fresh- 
men opponents of the filibuster, 
Knowland, California, and Salton- 
stall, Massachusetts, have com- 
bined forces for an offensive. 

Today they intend to press a 
rules subcommittee for approval 
of their joint proposal to shackle 
the ancient Senate freedom of un- 
limited debate. Its core is the re- 
quirement of only a simple ma- 
jority to shut off debate on a mo- 
tion or a bill.

Record Cited. 

Their principal argument is that 
all this is much ado about noth- 
ing, that cloture has been rarely 
invoked in the Senate’s long his- 
tory and when it did fail of two- 
thirds, it would have failed also 
of a simple majority. 

The record cited: Cloture has 
been invoked 16 times in 40 years; 
three times it carried; in all but 
three of the 13 failures, it would 
have failed to pass also by a 
simple majority. 

Ives says this merely confirms 
his view that no great principle is 
at stake, that the South is not 
being victimized and that the Sen- 
ate should by all means revert to 
the democratic way of majority 
rule.

For More School Funds 


In the primary election March 7 the voters of 
St. Louis will approve or reject proposals rais- 
ing the property tax for the city schools 41 
cents on the $100 valuation and authorizing the 
issuance of $10,000,000 in bonds for school con- 
struction. The ballot will carry three proposals: 

1. To raise the school tax 25 cents on the $100 
valuation for current operating expenses. 

2. To authorize $10,000,000 of bonds for addi- 
tional school construction, which eventually would 
involve a further tax increase of 5 or 6 cents to 
retire the bonds. 

3. To raise the tax an additional 10 cents to 
provide $1,000,000 annually for school construc- 
tion. 

The case for Proposals 2 and 3 is, we think, 
overwhelming. More than a third of the city’s 
school buildings date from the last century, and 
a good many of the others are ill-planned, ill- 
lighted, substandard in safety and generally in- 
adequate, Three schools are “portable” struc- 
tures, and others have “portable” annexes. Popu- 
lation has shifted drastically since some of the 
schools were built, so that while the buildings 
themselves are usuable they are in the wrong 
place. 

Two-thirds of the schools lack lunchroom fa- 
cilities, which in many schools cannot be pro- 
vided without remodeling or the construction of 
additions. The city schools have made an excel- 
lent showing in the past few years in audio-vis- 
ual education, but further progress will be lim- 
ited unless each school is provided with a spe- 
cial room and equipment for using the radio and 
motion pictures—and teléVision. Library and 
gymnasium space is inadequate or totally lack- 
ing in many schools; a program to fill these 
needs cannot be carried out without construction 
and remodeling. 

Some $3,000,000 is needed for the proposed 
and too-long-delayed Northwest High School. 
About $4,000,000 is needed to build a new tech- 
nical school for white pupils in an area where 
white people live, freeing Hadley Technical 
School building for Negro students. Harris and 
Stowe Colleges are, or should be, on their way 
to conversion to city colleges and need improved 
quarters. 

The planning committee of the Board of Edu- 
cation first estimated its construction needs at 
$65,000,000. This was whittled down to $35,- 
000,000 and plans were made to dsk for that 
amount of bonds. But such a bond issue was 
so large-scale a violation of the St. Louis cus- 
tom of keeping school construction on a pay-as- 
you-go basis that the board settled for the com- 
promise which will appear on the ballot. 

This represents the minimum necessary for a 
modern school plant, and the expenditures of the 
funds will be safeguarded by the appointment of 
a Citizens Advisory Committee to work with the 
board. 

The proposed 25 per cent tax increase for op- 
erating costs, under the new State Constitution, 
would have to be voted on every four years. The 
present scale of salaries, including the $250 an- 
nual bonus, gives experienced teachers from 
$2400 to $4350 a year, with proportionately more 
for supervisors and principals. This is one of 
the more liberal salary scales to be found in 
American cities, but it is modest enough when 
living costs are 53 per cent above the 1935-39 
average. 

The proposed tax increase for operating ex- 
penses should, in our opinion, be voted. If four 
years from now the taxes seem too burdensome 
or if a marked drop in the cost of living sug- 
gests a readjustment of salaries, the voters can 
take second thought. 

Taxpayers are not now getting as good schools 

as they should for the money they pay. There is 
too much politics in the school board and too 
much in the schools themselves.

A great deal depends on how far Supt. Hickey 
and the Board of Education go in making use 
of the projected merit system for school em- 
ployes to correct the Harris-Stowe monopoly on 
jobs in the elementary schools, to remove the 
senseless ban on married women teachers and to 
adjust a salary scale now drastically overweighted 
in favor of older teachers.

It is announced at Frankfurt that the Third 
United States Army has ceased operations in Ger- 
many and has turned its occupational duties over 
to Gen. Harmon’s constabulary. This is more 
than the news of a routine step in the admin- 
istration of the American zone. This announce- 
ment means that now, for the first time since V-E 
day, we have no Army of Occupation, as such, in 
Germany. The great staff organization which 
Gen. Patton led in combat, and which Gen. Trus- 
cott subsequently directed as an occupation head- 
quarters, is coming home to be part of the peace- 
time defense of the United States. 

What must be questioned here is not the re- 
deployment of the Third Army headquarters it- 
self, but the fact that this redeployment leaves 
our military requirements in Germany to be met 
in the main by a constabulary force of some 38,- 
000 men. There are certain service troops and 
other special troops on hand; yet, in the main, 


it is the mobile constabulary on which the United 


States must depend to police a large zone, pre- 
serve order and otherwise meet military needs 
which may arise. 

Germans, who are used to the sight of troops 
and respect military authority as they. respect 
nothing else, inevitably regard this as the with-

drawal of our interest as well as our forces. It 
gives color to the persistent rumor that the Rus- 
sians will be allowed sooner or later to take over 
our zone. All this has a serious effect on thé 
politics and, indeed, on the administration of 
our zone by the Germans whom we approve un- 
der military government. 

This “civilianization” of our occupation is in 
accord with deliberate policy in Washington. It 
is promoted by the State Department which is 
more or less jealous of the military. And it has 
the blessing of the War Department, which has 
no yen for occupation duties anyway. 

The fact which stands out above all this, how- 
ever, is that in order to “get the boys home” we 
have reduced our forces in Germany below safe 
numbers. We will be fortunate indeed if we do 
not pay dearly for the risk we are taking. 
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Pick-Sloan’s Stepchildren 


Gen. Pick has brought his justly famous pow- 
ers of persuasion to bear upon Gov. Donnelly, 
who objected to the Pick-Sloan plan for the Mis- 
souri Valley on the grounds that its benefits to 
Missouri did not come up to the sacrifices. 

It would be interesting to know exactly what 
arguments Gen. Pick used, and what statistics he 
supported them with. Gov, Donnelly objects 
specifically that soil conservation is not given 
a sufficiently large place in the Pick-Sloan de- 
sign. 

Soil conservation is represented in the Pick- 
Sloan plan by a large blank space. It is one of 
a number of blank spaces, which Gen. Pick has 
explained can be filled in by the federal agen- 
cies that are in charge of those activities. 

To be sure, the Department of Agriculture— 
under which the Soil Conservation Service comes 
—is represented on the Missouri Basin Inter- 
Agency Committee. And the committee is sup- 
posed to transform, by the magic of an organiza- 
tional chart, all the conflicting interests of the 
various federal agencies into one magnificent 
unity. But the committee has no authority. It 
can only advise. And in it the Department of 
Agriculture is somewhat lost in the battle of the 
behemoths— the Army Engineers and the Recla- 
mation Bureau, whose interests overshadow all 
else. 

Can Gen. Pick argue to Gov. Donnelly that a 
blank space—however generously conceived—is 
as good a start for soil conservation work as a 
full-fledged program? Can he argue that soil 
conservation was sent off to as good a start as 
flood control, navigation and irrigation? Can he 
argue that the Inter-Agency Committee is push- 
ing appropriations and planning for soil conser- 
vation as vigorously as it is pushing the con- 
cerns of Army and Reclamation? 

Gen. Pick cannot accurately argue anything of 
the kind, though he may argue other things 
which he hopes will be equally persuasive to 
Gov. Donnelly. We trust they will not be equal- 
ly persuasive to the Governor. 

Soil conservation is a stepchild of the Pick- 
Sloan plan. So is every other phase of regional 
development except the narrow interests of the 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau. 
That’s the price the people of the Missouri Val- 


ley are paying for having a fake MVA instead 


of a real one. 
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Skull and Crossbones Item 


Automobile insurance rates, which had al- 
ready soared since the war ended, have just 
leaped 10 to 40 per cent in the bodily injury 
and property damage classifications. Americans 
are thus beginning to pay a certain price for the 
luxury of driving mechanically defective vehicles 
fast and carelessly. Unfortunately, the payment 
in dollars cannot begin to compensate for spilled 
blood and broken hearts of survivors. 

As higher insurance rates mark the spread of

When 
leaders like Kenneth Wherry and Styles Bridges 
joined Senator McKellar’s “indefensible hue 
and cry” against David E. Lilienthal, the Herald 
Tribune warned: “It is time for Republicans to 
stop and ask themselves just what the party pro- 
poses to do with its new power.” The news- 
paper has also shown fears that Congress may 
Taber the budget, Wherry congressional reform, 
Butler the reciprocal trade program and bungle 
other first-rank business, 

These events stress an old truth, namely, that 
the Republicans have “peanut” and “Coolidge” 
blocs capable of as much, harm as the Demo- 
crats’ “bigot” and Wallace“ blocs.

J. David Stern was first publisher to sign with Newspaper Guild; 
a fellow publisher says he sold out because his employes took un- 
warranted advantage of his generosity; thus another fine journal 
is gone and Philadelphia is deprived of liberal editorial opinion.

Behind the recent suspension of the Phil- 
adelphia Record and the Camden, N. J., 
newspapers owned by J. David Stern, is 
found the tragic story of a crusading lib- 
eral and true friend of labor knifed in the 
back by his fair-weather friends. 


When Dave Stern bought the old run- 
down Philadelphia Record in the city of 
his birth, he literally started from scratch. 
The Record was then noted chiefly for its 
23%-inch page length and a most unattrac- 
tive nine-column format. 


It had been the dependable local organ 
of the Democratic party through all of the 
lean years when the Republican steamroll- 
er headed by the late Senator Boies Pen- 
rose and the Vares of Philadelphia com- 
pletely flattened all opposition. Conserva- 
tive Philadelphians looked upon the Record 
in those days as a mild sort of nuisance. 
The paper was generally so innocuous that 
only the Democratic party faithfuls paid 
any attention to what it said. 


A Supporter of F.D.R. 


With a good newspaper record behind 
him, energetic, ambitious Dave Stern ac- 
quired the Record in 1928. He brought a 
wealth of vitality, imagination and good 
publishing horse sense. Since all other 
Quaker City publications were ultra-con- 
servative, Stern was not slow to see the 
need for a liberal, crusading newspaper 
which would lift the lid and expose the 
stench of one of the most corrupt machines 
in the history of American municipalities. 


The election of Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1932 gave the Record the importance and 
impetus it needed. With marked improve- 
ment in news coverage and a hard-punch- 
ing editorial policy, circulation grew rapid- 
ly and advertising patronage was not slow 
to follow. Stern carried the torch for 
Roosevelt in all of his campaigns. 


As a staunch supporter of the New Deal’s 
Wagner Act and other labor measures 
which he believed to be in the interest of 
the working man, Stern proved his good 
faith by being the first publisher to sign 
a contract with the American Newspaper 
Guild, Outwardly, his relations with the 
Guild appeared to be amicable, but on Nov. 
7, 1946, the Guild went on strike when Stern 
refused to accede to impossible demands. 


“Down A Gun Barrel” 


Similar demands were made of the Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer, but Guild leaders thought 
Stern was a “softer touch” and concen- 
trated their fire upon him, their friend of 
long standing. Stern then admitted openly 
that although he was the first publisher to 
sign a Guild contract, he “had been look- 
ing down a loaded gun barrel ever since.” 
He added that “it has been impossible to 
obtain a fair settlement which would as- 
sure the newspapers of their ability to dis- 
charge their obligations to the public.” 


What he really meant was that Guild 
insistence upon curtailing and hampering 
management’s rights would have placed his 
newspapers in the position where the man- 
agement could not call its soul its own. 


With a staff of less than 30 loyal execu- 
tives to aid him and more than 400 on 
strike, Dave Stern courageously managed 
to produce a newspaper every day for near- 
ly three months. The end came when Stern 
felt he could no longer carry on in such an 
uneven fight. 


In Washington, President Milton Murray 
of the American Newspaper Guild comment- 
ed that suspension of the newspapers “rep- 
resents a tragic failure of collective ‘bar- 
gaining. Stern, in selling out his publica- 
tions, can rest no blame upon the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Guild.” 


Labor leaders never admit they could be 
wrong, even when such an enlightened em- 
ployer as Stern wearies of having a pistol 
held to his head in every negotiation. 


To Philadelphia’s Graveyard . 


There have been important newspaper 
tragedies before. The late Frank Munsey 
bought and sold newspapers as a broker 
deals in real estate, Other publishers have 
permitted fine and honorable institutions to 
deteriorate and wither through their stu- 
pidity and neglect. 

But Dave Stern, nervous, nail-biting little 
dynamo that he is, held to his principles 
and fought for his convictions. He gave 
his city and state a point of view which had 
been denied them before. His opinions were 
vigorously expressed and his readers were 
never left in doubt as to his attitude on any 
public question. 


The Philadelphia story of newspaperdom 
is a saga of the graveyard. More than a 
score of newspapers have perished, among 
them the Times, the Press, the two Ledgers 
and the thundering North American. The 
end of the Record, leaving only one news- 
paper of importance in each of the morn- 
ing and evening fields, is the most tragic 
chapter in the annals of the Philadelphia 
newspaper battleground, where the corpses 
of many brilliant predecessors lie side by 
side in unmarked graves. 

It is a tragic ending for the newspaper 
career of Dave Stern, a good and true 
fighter for the right as he saw it and a 


victim of the fanatical doctrinaires who pre- 


tended to be his friends,

Paul Porter asked for $142,000,000 (for 
OPA). The House committee granted $106,- 
000,000 for a nine-month basis, thus approx- 
imately giving Porter what he requested. 
The Senate cut the amount to $56,000,000. 
Then a conferee said, Let's cut it to 328, 
000,000.“ 

Then Dirksen “reached up into the air,” 
to use his own language, and pulled out 
a figure of $75,000,000. That is the figure 
that went to the President for signature. 

It is obvious, especially when you read 
the details in the Congressional Record, 
that practically no attention was paid to 
the details—what was to be done with this 
sum, or why one department needed more 
money, or why one activity could be dis- 
continued. It was purely a shotgun es- 
timate. 

If this is typical of congressional pro- 
cedure, it becomes plain that the American 
taxpayers ought to go on the warpath and 
demand a drastic cleanup of the whole 
system of appropriations. 

Undoubtedly this shotgun technique is 
responsible for enormous waste of the 
people’s money. It is about as systematic 
and scientific as a dog-fight. 


Between Book Ends 


The Price of Stability 


THE COMING CRISIS. Fritz Sternberg. (The John Day 


Company, New York.) 

The basic premise of this book is that 
a world economic crisis even severer than 
that of 1929 is unavoidable, and will come 
in a relatively few years. Indeed, it will 
be essentially a mere extension of the 
1929 debacle, which, according to this au- 
thor, was never really “liquidated” but 
was only interrupted by World War II. 

In the United States this crisis will be 
the more acute because of the tremendous 
development—or over-development—of our 
industrial and agricultural productive ca- 
pacity during the war, and because the 
possibility of cushioning it through foreign 
trade will be even less than it was after 
World War I. Moreover, for the world, 
the situation in this country will be even 
more serious than in 1929 because whereas 
then we were one of several world powers, 
now we are one of two, and by a good 
deal the mightiest one from the standpoint 
of productive potential. 

7 * . 

In theory and in principle, such a crisis 
could be averted. The measures necessary 
to that end would involve, however, a 
very drastic extension of the powers of 
the state into the realm of economic en- 
terprise. Mr. Sternberg thinks it might 
entail, as Sir William Beveridge has said 
in the case of Great Britain, the making 
of about 75 per cent of all industrial in- 
vestments by the state. In any event, a 
merely “on order” public works and job 
relief program is not deemed to suffice. 

The necessary effect of any adequate 
program, the author believes, would be to 
pose squarely the issue between the sur- 
vival of capitalism and its supersession by 
socialism; and because of unwillingness to 
face that issue, an adequate program will 
probably not be carried through by Eng- 
land, and almost certainly will not be 
undertaken by this country before a crisis, 

When the crisis comes, the immediate 
result in this country will be an effort on 
the part of what the author insists on 
calling the “reactionary-monopolistic inter- 
ests” to set up a war economy and to 
embark on an imperialistic program de- 
signed to interfere, without warrant, with 
the progressive trends in other countries. 

. * 


The final result, unless the “leftist pro- 
gressives” in this country unite on a plan 
which the author outlines, will be World 
War III, with disastrous consequences for 
all concerned. This program includes wide 
scale investment by the Government, and 
a guarantee of full employment as dis- 
tinguished from a pious expression of hope 
in that regard; an armaments program 
which would make any attack on this 
country “lunacy,” while at the same time 
not degenerating into a war economy; 
and a foreign policy calculated to support 
the development of socialism in Western 
Europe while. combatting the totalitarian 
Russian forms, 

Fritz Sternberg ts a German-born econ- 
omist and author who was expatriated in 
the early days of Nazism and has since 
lived in France, England and this country. 
Past performances have earned him a con- 
siderable reputation as a prognosticator, 
and his views regarding the future eco- 
nomic and political prospects for the world 
are entitled to respect.

Not Easy to Answer.

The question is how 
long can American business con- 
tinue prudently and profitably to 
invest capital at this rate, and 
what happens to "employment, to 
wages, to industrial and farm 
prices, when this capital expendi- 
ture tapers off? 

That question is not easily an- 
gwered and no one can quarrel 
with Senator Taft for not having 
a glib answer. But to fail to ask 
the question, to appear to be un- 
@ware that there is such a ques 
tion, is to be blind to experience. 

For in the postwar period of the 
twenties purchases of new plant 
and equipment rose to their peak 
in 1929 at something over nine 
billions, and fell to a little over 
two billions in the depth of the 
depression in 1933. They never got 
much above six billions during the 
New Deal era until war production 
began after 1939. 


Trouble Lies Ahead.

zation. Now Evans has reversed 
his field and is giving a two and 
three-quarter hour streamlined ver-

We should 
keep them secret, until a system 
of international control has been 
established.”

CLEVELAND, Feb. 18 (UP)— 
Henry D. Smyth, author of the 
“Smyth report” on atomic energy, 
said yesterday that the biggest

Smyth said the destruction of 
Hiroshima served notice on the 
rest of the world that an atomic 
bomb would work.

Smyth, who heads the depart- 
ment of physics at Princeton Uni- 
versity, answered recent criticisms 
from Bernard Baruch and others 
that the Smyth report should 
never have been released, by as- 
serting that the Russians had got- 
ten as much information through 
the Canadian spy ring as is con- 
tained in the report. 
“Suppression of the report would 
have kept information only from 
the American people,” he added.

If you do, 
you will be wrong most of the 
time. To make this point clear, 
consider this situation: 

Declarer leads a small card that 
might be a singleton toward, say, 
K, Q, xx, in dummy. Sitting gec- 
ond hand, holding the ace of that 
suit, do you always hop up with 
it? 

Of course, you don’t, About the 
only time you play your ace in 
such a case is when you believe 
you can immediately cash suffi- 
cient tricks to set the contract. 
And the reason that you hold off 
most of the time is that even if 
the declarer’s card is a singleton, 
— play of the ace will give him 
two discards later. The principle 
is exactly the same when a single- 
ton is led from the dummy. Let 
us take a hand and study it both 


ways:

The contract is four hearts by 
South, You have led the jack of 
clubs, dummy has played the five, 
your partner the queen, and the 
declarer has won with ace. De- 
clarer now lays down the ace of 
hearts, looks annoyed, and leads 
a spade toward dummy.

CLEARLY YOU cannot contem- 
plate playing the ace. If you do 
so, even if the spade ig a single- 
ton, the declarer will discard two 
losing diamonds, if he has them, 
on the king, queen of spades. And 
if he hasn’t two losers in dia- 
monds, the contract is unbeatable. 
So you duck with your ace and 
the declarer loses no tricks in 
spades,’ but now he must lose two 
diamonds, as well as a club and a 
heart, and is down one. 

Played this way, the hand 
seems so elementary that you may 
be impatient at the amount of 
time I am wasting on it. But 
consider it the other way round. 
Assume the auction has gone dif- 


ferently—that North is the declar- 


er and South the dummy. East 
now leads the king of clubs, which 
dummy wins with the ace, North 
plays the ace of hearts, looks 
annoyed, and leads the singleton 
from dummy. And there you are. 

It is exactly the same situation 
as before—down to the last card 
—that I have so carefully con- 
structed. If you put up the ace, 
the declarer will make his con- 
tract, If you duck he will be down 
one. And yet the majority of de- 
fenders, who would automatically 
duck in the first instance, will just 
as automatically put up their ace 
in the second. 


R * * 


I HAVE BEEN a confirmed 
ducker of aces for years, and 
the number of cases in which it 
has lost me a contract or even 
a trick are very few. It will not 
always yield two tricks in return, 
but at any rate the ducked trick 
almost invariably comes back. So 
start ducking with your aces, but 
do not consider yourself gradu- 
ated until you have successfully 
ducked with an ace in such a po- 
sition as to defeat a small slam 
contract, 

Here is the supreme test of 
courage. Opponents have reached 
a contract of six spades, the de- 
clarer having bid hearts original- 
ly. Dummy goes down with a 
singleton heart, and sitting over 
the dummy, you hold the ace, jack, 
five and four of hearts. The sin- 
gleton is led, Duck like a man. 
Put up the ace and one ruff will 
probably establish declarer’s 
hearts, duck and he will have to 
ruff three times. It may disor- 
ganize him completely. And even 
if he still survives, you will near- 
ly always get your trick back 
from somewhere else. 

And so in my next article, I will 
touch on the second source of 
gifts to declarer, getting busy at

INY meat balis with a 
T luscious, velvety smooth celery 
sauce are really something 
unusually good. What to do first 
in preparation is of prime im- 
portance. Of course, the ground 
beef must be on hand and of the 
right kind—ground only ONCE as 
we have said over and over in 
this column if you really want 
juicy balls. Then once the balls 
are shaped and browned, they 
must be served promptly while 
they are in their juiciest, most 
— stage. This means cook- 
ing the celery and making the 
cream sauce and combining them 
and keeping hot until meat balls 
are made ready. 
Meat balls made of all beef are 
done the instant they are cooked 
through enough for the red color 
to disappear in the center. The 
time for cooking will depend on 
the size. And there is only one 
way to make sure of the time and 
that is to make the test yourself. 
Make all the balls of the same 
size, then cook two or three of 
them in a moderately hot skillet, 
and after a minute or so of cook- 
ing, bieak open one ball to see 
how far cooking is advanced, and 
continue cooking and breaking 
the remaining balls open until you 
are sure you have the correct 
time. Balls that contain not more 
than a tablespoonful pf meat 
should be cooked perfectly in two 
or three minutes.

Sift 2% cups flour with one-half 
teaspoon each of mace and cin- 
namon, one-quarter teaspoon each 
of cloves and allspice, a cup of 
sugar and one-half teaspoon of 
salt. Work in one-half cup of 
shortening with a fork, as you 
would for making biscuits. Set 
aside three-fourth cup of this mix- 
ture. 

To the remainer, add one-half 
cup of molasses, two teaspoons 
baking powder, one-half teaspoon 
sod&, one lightly beaten egg and 
a cup of sour milk. Put this into 
a pan and sprinkle the reserved 
portion of the first mixture on 
top. Bake in a moderate oven for 
about 45 minutes.

When we direct our 
attention to the painful situation, we magnify the resulting 
sensation, just as we do with the alarm clock. In battle, a 
soldier may be so preoccupied with the conflict in front of 
him that he doesn't notice a bullet wound in his arm or 
shoulder, except possibly to brush his hand across the wound 
as if to dislodge a mosquito or fly. But later, when his atten- 
tion is no longer dominated by the external environment, he 
becomes aware of the painful shoulder.

FOOTBALL PLAYERS also do the same thing. In the heat 
of competition they may break a small bone. But their atten- 
tion is so extroverted that they may not be aware of it until 
after the game is over. Introverts, however, are so very con- 
scious of themselves that they feel pain that would normally 
be ignored if they werne't concentrating on their “innards.” 
That is why hypochondriacs are always complaining of ail- 
ments. Though a child may be shedding large tears, if its 
attention is suddenly diverted, it may break out into a big 
smile even while these tears are still falling. Dogs that have 
been operated on in the physiology departments of our medical 
schools, after coming out of the anesthetic, may lick the wound. 
But when their keeper arrives, they jump up, wag their tails 
and bark joyfully. “Out of sight, out of mind” seems to hold 
true of their pain, as it does with children.

COWARDLY INDIVIDUALS actually suffer more pain 
than do courageous persons simply hecause they focus upon 
the dreaded situation, magnify it, and work themselves up to 
such a nervous state that a minor stimulus feels like a major 
one. Moreover, they suffer for minutes or hours in anticipation, 
and vividly keep the pain in the forefront of their consciousness 
by their moans and screams until long afterwards. 

The right attitude to take is this: If we must suffer some 
pain, then let us grit our teeth and get it over with as quickly 
as possible, meanwhile trying to keep our attention diverted 
elsewhere. 

For young diabetic children, however, it is sometimes help- 
ful to squirt a little ethyl chloride on the skin. It numbs the 
nerve endings by chilling, and hence reduces the pain of the 
needle prick, It is inflammable, so be careful. ; 


Side by Side in Symphony for 25 Years 


Three Men Who Form Clorinet Section Believe 2 Hens n a 5 Sort of Record

ACK in 1922, handsome, free 
Bana easy Warren G, Harding 

was rolling along in the presi- 
dency after a successful “front 
porch a of two years be- 
fore, a hafd-bitten 26-year-old 
combination of brawn and iron 
from Texas named Rogers Horns- 
by was splintering the boards of 
National League fences, the 
Browns in the other league were 


losing the pennant by a heart- 


breaking margin of a half game, 
and flappers were wearing their- 
waistlines at knee level and sing- 
ing, “Hello Central, Give Me Doc- 
tor Jazz.” 

In that year of long ago and 
far away, three young musicians 
were selected to form the clarinet 
section of the St. Louis Symphony 
orchestra and prepared to work 
together for one whole season, 
To come to the point, the three 
young musicians, Clarence Ges- 
ner, Carlos Camacho and Rocco 
Zottarelle are still at it, occupy- 
ing the same chairs in the same 
symphony, After 25 years’ service 
they believe that they have estab- 
lished some sort of longevity rec- 
ord for any section of any sym- 
phony. Until somebody stands up 
to say us nay, we'll accept the 
remarkable record. 


As unusual as their steadfast- 
ness in a profession where the 
turnover is apt to whirl at times, 
is the personal relationship of the 
three. In their quarter of a century 
together they have never visited 
at each others’ homes or had any 
mutual social activities, yet either 
in spite of or because of this, 
there’s never been an offkey note 
in their musical friendship. 


“One thing we can say,” Zot- 
tarelle pointed out, as we sat in 
the library of the Opera House 
for their silver anniversary inter- 
view, “we've never walked out of 
here mad at each other.” 

„There's never been a hard word 
between us,” Camacho added, “and 
for temperamental musicians 
that’s pretty good.” 

“The secret of it is,” Gesner ex- 
pained, “everyone pays attention 
to his own business and never 
tries to harass the others. In some 
sections there are always out- 
breaks, Theré’s never been any 
in ours.”

So smoothly have the years gone 
that they didn’t realize they had 
been together 25 years until Ca- 
macho, going through some old 
souvenirs, happened across a pic- 
ture that had been taken when he 
and Gesner joined the symphony 
and formed the section along with 
Zottarelle, who had been a mem- 
ber two years. Except for slight 
signs of maturing, their musical 
careers have dealt lightly with 
them, judging from their then- 
and-now pictures. Gesner is a bit 
sparser of hair, Camacho looks a 
bit more prosperous around the 
waistline, and Zottarelle has 
changed from a dark haired Latin 
type to something closer to a 
“Man of Distinction” type but the 
changes are slight, 

The Symphony orchestra was 
playing at the Odeon Theater 
when the three of them joined 
it, for one season, they thought, 
because Gesner says, “A symphony 
musician signs a one-year con- 
tract and always figures he has 
just one more year to stay.” 

Coincidentally all three of them 
came to the symphony from fields 
of music more closely related to 
the popular type and all became 
members of the symphony some- 
what accidentally. Camacho, for 
example, had come to St. Louis 
from Mexico with a band during 
the World’s Fair and had stayed 
here to play with bands at various 
hotels, and theaters, , 


„I was with Joe Reichmann,” 
he recalled, with an accent that 
is still very south of the border, 
‘when Bill Gilcher, the tympani 
player with the symphony, heard 
me practicing on te bass clarinet 
and told me Fred Fischer, as

sistant conductor of the sym- 
phony, was having trouble getting 
a bass clarinet player. The next 
day Mr. Fischer called me and 
asked me to audition, I told my 
friends I had just picked up the 


bass clarinet about a month ago’ 


but they said, ‘You get that con- 
tract or else,’ 20, did. Then 
when they bad trouble sptting 
someone to play E-flat clarinet 

took that up and that is how for 
the last 18 years I have played 
the E-flat and bass clarinets.” 

“I was born and raised in St. 
Louis and had studied under Tony 
Sarli, clarinet player in the sym- 
phony,” Zottarelle said. “I went 
to Chicago and lived a few years 
but then Mr. Sarli decided to quit 
the symphony and go to Holly- 
wood and suggested that I take 
his place. I wasn’t sure at first 
because my friend pie | Wiedoeft 
wanted me to go to New York 
and play the saxophone with him, 
but I finally decided to stick to 
the symphonic side.” 

“My career started at the 
Empress Theater, when it was a 
vaudeville house,” Gesner added, 
“and I think I played at the open- 
ing of every big theater up to 
the Fox. Then when organs were 
introduced into the theaters they 
dismissed the orchestras and that 
was the year I joined the. sym- 
phony. Since then my brother, 
Elmer, and I have also become 
librarians for the orchestra and 
now I do everything from play 
clarinet to moving trunks and 
setting up stands.“ 


x * * 


The three clarinetists have 
played under numerous conductors 
and offhand they named Molinari, 
Arbos, Ganz, Schuricht, Ssell, 
Oberhofer, Beecham, Kostelanetz, 
and Golschmann, They got along 
well with all of them. % e 
so that another musician once re 
marked to them that the C. 


must be an easy instrument to 
play because their section never 
seemed to receive any abuse, As 
for the reaction of audiences, they 
believe that too has been at an 
even level, 

“I think symphonic audiences 
are practioally the same all the 
time,” Gesner said, “and we're also 
playing almost the same reper- 
toire. The nucleus of any sym- 
phony is based on the old clas- 
sics and we've always played a 
standard repertoire interspersing 
moderns to give the progr an 
up-to-date flavor. Look at this 1912 
program,” he brought down a 
bound volume, “here they played 
‘Pomp and Circumstance’ — we 
played it last Sunday—and ‘Romeo 
and Juliet,’ which we just finished 
playing.” 

“T think we have better players 
today, and the caliber of the or- 
chestra is much improved. It used 
to be if the French horns got 
through without a serious mistake 
they all went out to a saloon and 
got drunk.“ 

“You can say that about the 
clarinets, too,” said Zottarelle. “It 
was a wonderful thing if we 
played with no squeaks.” 

For the mogt part they are with- 
out favorites with regard to the 
music they play although Cam- 
acho has a weakness for Till 
Bulenspiegl, in which his E-flat 
clarinet.plays the final high note. 
They are neutral regarding guest 
artists as well (“We're so busy 
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counting measures when soloists 
play we never hear them,” Ges- 
ner says) and almost never hear 
any of the compositions they play. 

“Only once in my life have I 
sat in an audience and heard a 
symphony,” Gesner said, “I turned 
to my companion and said, ‘Do 
you realize this is the first. time 
I've ever heard a symphony con- 
cert?’, He said, What do you 
think about it?’ I said, ‘I think 
it’s terrible.“ 


“Whenever I get a chance to 
hear a really fine symphony on 


the radio,” said Zottarelle, “you 
know what I do? I turn on a 
good jazz band. It’s much more 
relaxing.” 

Camacho, an enthusiastic fol- 
lower of Benny Goodman, made 
a record recently on which he 
tried to imitate Goodman but 
didn’t think he’d done such a 
good job. His pet musical weak- 
ness, he says, is rhumba and South 
American rhythm bands, and he 
conducts a Mexican band of 2 
boys and girls at the North Side 
Y.M.C.A. His favorite story on 
himself concerns his first band 


job in Mexico when he was 14, and | 


thought bull fighting was so glam- 
orous that he sneaked away from 
the band and into the ring one 
day. 

„I can still feel the horns,” he 
says dramatically as he reaches 
‘the painful climax of his story. 


“7Z7ZZZ—like that, That was the 
end to my bull-fighting ambitions.”

The three men have their favor- 
ite jokes about each other. They 
joke about Gesner’s love of police 
calls and two-alarm fires, kid Zot- 
tarelle about the time in New Or- 
leans when they planted a pearl, 
fresh from a dime store necklace 
in his oyster; and Camacho is 
never allowed to forget that once 
in Chicago he told a cab driver 
he wanted to go to La Palma and 
circled the almer House five 
times before he could convince 
the driver that was the place. And 
they all like to recall the way one 
of the musicians used to frighten 
all symphony newcomers by warn- 
ing them of the fierce tempers 
of the actually mild-mannered 
clarinet section. 


All three musicians are family 
men and grandfathers. Camacho 
and his wife, Agnes, who “can’t 
carry a tune but fixes a fine 


steak,” live at 4530 Natural Bridge 
boulevard, have a daughter, Au- 
drey Roeckle, who plays piano, 
and a four-year-old grandson. Ca- 
macho is proud of his title of 
“handball champ of the North 
Side T,“ and in addition to con- 
ducting his Mexican band, teaches 
at Ludwig Music School and for- 
merly directed music at Central 
and Soldan High Schools. In his 
25 years at the symphony he has 
never missed a rehearsal or con- 


Zottarelle lives at 1101 Ralph 
Terrace, has a wife and married 
daughter, Jean Gottlieb, and an 
eight-month- old grandson. He 18 
part-owner of the St. Louls Band 
and Instrument Co., 918 Olive 
street, and that is his main side 
interest along with his teaching 
activities and going to ball games 
in the summer. Gesner, who has 
been married since 1918, lives at 
5551 Cote Brilliante avenue, and 
has a son, grandson and grand- 
daughter in Los Angeles. He plays 
in the Municipal] Opera during the 
summer, 

The three clarinetists, as they 
have done every spring for the 
past 25 years, insist that this is 
probably their last season and 
that they have no regrets about 
retiring. 

“But,” Zottarelle adds, “we prob- 
ably feel like that fellow who was 
laid off after 42 years at the same 
job. When he finally left, ho said, 
‘If I hadn’t thought this job was 
going to be steady, I'd never have 
taken it'.“

you don't have to listen to it at 

the cost of your own rest. But 
if, night after night, you are an 
enforced listener to one of these 
strange medleys of sound—a sort 
of grotesque and energetic sym- 
phony—then snoring begins to as 
sume near-tragic aspects. 

Snoring is rare in childhood, in- 
frequent in young people, but quite 
common in middle and old age.

IT OCCURS because air flowing 
out of the mouth and nose sets 
into vibration the various soft tis- 
sues of the mouth and throat. Dur- 
ing sleep all of the muscles of the 
body are relaxed, If a person lies 
on his back, the soft palate or 
roof of the mouth and the uvula, 
which is the small structure that 
hangs from the roof of the mouth, 
fall back against the lining mem- 
brane of the throat. This nar- 
rows the passageway through 
which the air passes and the soft 
palate is easily set into vibration 
— the sounds called snor 


8 NORING is often comic when 


Lane which blocks the air 
passages in the throat is likely to 
lead to snoring. For example, 
adenoids, greatly enlarged tonsils, 
or congestion of the nose, due to a 
cold, all will have this effect. The 


tongue may also drop backward 


when a person sleeps on his back, 
narrowing the air passages and 
leading to *

MANY REMEDIES for snoring 
have been suggested. Dr. Jerome 
F. Strauss of Chicago has suggest- 
ed treating the condition by injec- 
tions of a hardening solution into 
the soft palate and uvula. Good re- 
sults have been obtained in some 
cases, 

Trying to avoid sleeping on the 
back may be helpful. ng a 
spool onto the back may be a way 
of accomplishing this. This will 
force the sleeper to lie on hig side 
or on his abdomen. While this 
may not stop the snoring com- 
pletely, it will at least lessen its 
intensity and the type of sounds 
produced, 

Any obstruction in the nose or 
throat which is abnormal should 
be treated by the physician and 
eliminated if possible.
